than its story. 


Actually it is a record of art 


African's painful disillusionment 
with his own country's attempts to 
govern itself. He has written it in 
the form of a novel, but his main 
theme is a personal, subjective re- 
action to the overwhelming prob- 
lems of establishing a coherent 
government in a primitive African 
society. 


The author is a native of Ghana, 


was educated in the United States, 
returned to Ghana and found con- 
ditions there so bad that he fled the 
country. 


The fictional plot is about a 


nameless little man who works in 
the traffic control section of the 
railroad in a town called Kansa- 
wora. He happens to be one of 
those anomalous characters, an 
honest man — lost amid a sen of 
bribery, graft and corruption. 


This little man resists as best he 


can the blandishments of a corrupt 
bureaucrat, but when the inevi- 
table political upheaval occurs, he 
helps ihe bureaucrat escape. 


Armah has emphasized the un- 


healthy filth of Ghana. He has 
emphasized the absurd attempts of 
black "leaders" trying to emulate 
the white man, and he portrays in 
bitterness the materialistic greed 
of black opportunists who pretend 
to govern their oppressed fellow 
men. 


This is not an easy story to read, 


for at times its graphic descrip- 
tions edge off into incoherence. Its 
main effect 
is a jarring com- 


mentary on the chaos arising in 
new African states.

In 
the excitement of arranging 
for baggage and clothes, pass- 
ports and visas, traveler's 
checks, reservations, medical 
"shots" and c o m f o r t a b l e 
shoes, don't forget dental pro- 
phylaxis and examination. 


Of all preparati9ns, partic- 


ularly if you're going abroad, 
checking 
on y o u r dental 


health could be most impor- 
tant. A visit to the dentist in 
some parts of the world, even 
for a minor procedure, can be 
an uncomfortable experience, 
enough to spoil your trip. 


Dates with your dentist 


should be made far enough in 
advance of vacation so as not 
to burden him with your de- 
parture deadline. Last-minute 
procedures often end as tern- 
Eorary 
ones which 
might 
reak down on your trip. 
Be sure to pack enough 
toothpaste and brushes to last 
the entire trip. These items 
are not difficult to find almost 
anywhere in the world—ex- 
cept maybe in the African 
bush—but you may not be 
able to get your favorite 
brands. J remember using 
toothpaste recommended by a 
druggist in a foreign country, 
and J was lucky to have any 
gums left. It burned so. 


If you plan to be abroad for 
many weeks and you are one 
of those dental cripples who 
require frequent care, ask 
your dentist for a list of den 
tists in places on your itiner- 


ary. Being personally recom- 
mended to a dentist in case 
of emergency can be a bless- 
ing. 


If you must pay an emer- 


gency visit to a foreign den- 
tist, try not to have any defini- 
tive work done. Just ask him 
to do enough to hold you till 
you can get home to your own 
dentist. This is not because 
foreign dentists are so awful, 
but because their techniques 
and philosophy differ from 
ours. 


Denture wearers will feel 
lots safer traveling if they 
have a spare set with them. 
Breaking a denture can be 
calamitous, and losing one 
even worse. 
Pack spares well. Be sure 


they are moist at all times, 
and try not to leave them in 
luggage that will be subjected 
to extreme heat. They can be- 
come warped. 


When traveling, try not to 
change your dental habits. 
Brush your teeth as often and 
as well as always. When I 
suggested this to one traveler, 
he replied that the only 
change he made on a trip to 
a foreign country was to 
rinse his mouth with bottled 
water when he thought the 
tap water wasn't potable.
